at Baptist Church Wed- 


nesday Evening. 


AUDIENCE THRONGED THE EDIFICE 


Largest Class in the History of the 


Academy and a Record Breaker 


in Other Things. Thoughtful 


Essays and Orations. 


Exercises in Detail. 


[\The members of the class of W, Drury 
high school stepped off the commence- 
ment platform at the Baptist church 
Wednesday night, to begin careers that 


ill lead to higher commencements, or to 


begin 
careers that 
will 
have no 


further 
distinctions 
unless 
those

in 
the 
course 
of 
active 


life 
away from 
college 
halls 
or 


campus in the meeting and solving of the 
problems of human existence. 
They 


stepped honorably down in the presence 
of a very large number of enthusiastic ad- 
mirers who gathered in the sacred edftice 
to observe the crowning: event of the 
young people's course in our excellent 
public schools. School system, instructors, 
class and city were alike honored in the 
stepping, which gave to the well pleased 
public aad the expectant pupils of lower 
classes a teen stimulus to higher endea- 
vor. 
The spirit of the occasion was a 


sweet and inspiring one and no person 
went away without having a higher re- 
gard for that endeared name, Drury, 


Drnry stood 
out in large letters of 


orange and black, the colors of the class, 
ainons; the decorative, high green boughs 
that covered the whole front of the choir 
gallery and made the tuneful orchestra 
like to a "choir invisible." On tbese 
boughs, in. mountain holly weru the fig- 
ures '97, the year which the 27 pupils had 
so long aud proudly looked forward to 
and to which they must now very lovingly 
look back upon.

They were 
young women dressed m the conventional 
white of such occasions and young men in 
the conventional black used lor such 
events. They took their seats when the 
last note of the march sounded 
and 


seemed as much at ease as they ever were 
in the class rooms, easier than when ex- 
aminations tested their knowledge and 
nerve, 


Tbey had just assumed their positions 


when the hour of 8 was marked by the 
clock and the whistle and 1:0 sooner had 
they first looked over the sea of faces 
than Professor Tower struck notea on the 
piano in the accompaniment to the an- 
them "Praise ye the Lord." This appro- 
priate piece was sung by a chorus from the 
high school, seated in the from. pews. 
When the anthem was ended, Rev. W. L. 
Tenney offered prayer, a fitting invocation 
in which tne class was committed to the 
keeping of the supreme ruler and thanks 
were returned for the system of public 
education, a supporter of the church. 


At this point the class began its impor- 


tant part in the program. The program 
had been arranged with care and one 
part followed another with reference to 
unity. The first of the class to make her 
bow to the audience was Miss Jennie Ar- 
cher Blacklnton, whose essay was on 


"The Older of the Bed Cross." This es- 
say, like all the others, was delivered 
without bwitatlon and with elearnew 
and foroa. it was well followed by the 
declamation, "Literature and the Com- 
mon People," Horace E. Scudder, by 
Howard Warren Underwood.
